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Tuition postcard campaign 
ends in unexpected encounter

Student leaders had an unex- 
pected encounter with Premier 
Ralph Klein when they dropped off 
26 000 postcards for the govern- 
ment. 

The postcards, which call on 
Premier Klein and _ Learning 
Minister Lyle Oberg to cap tuition 
increases at two per cent, were 
distributed across Alberta cam- 
puses last month. 

Over 100 000 cards have been 
distributed province wide—about 
20 000 on the U of A campus. 
Some 26 000 signed cards—over 
44 000 more than expected—were 
collected and brought to the 
Legislature on 15 November. 

They were delivered by Students’ 
Union President Leslie Church and 
delegates from the Alberta 
Graduate Council (AGC), the 
Council of Alberta University 
Students, and the Alberta College 
and Technical Institute Students’ 
Eexecutive Council. 

The delegates stepped out of an 
elevator in the Legislature with 
four bags of signed postcards, only 
to find Klein waiting for the eleva- 
tor. 

Church asked Klein if he would 
address the issue of tuition 
increases. Klein responded that he 
already had. Church asked him to 
address it again, as the elevator 
doors closed. 

“T hope that he at least takes it 
in and considers it,’ Church later 
remarked of her comments, “and 
he should find a big pile of post- 
cards in his office later this morn- 
ing.” 

Some of the postcards contained 
personalised messages, including 
“Ineed to eat,” “I can barely scrape 


enough together to [to university] 
go now. How are my siblings going 
to be able to attend?” “208 per cent? 
What's next? Gas price increases? 
Oh wait ... ,"" and “I am in Grade 
7. Please stop tuition increases so 
that when I go to U of A I will be 
able to afford school.” 

“We've had 413 years of near 
maximum increases,” Church said. 
“The University has committed a 
public policy toward moving tuition 
down over the next few years— 
whatever that means." 

Last week, University VP 
(Academic) Doug Owram revealed 
the University's proposal for a 5.7 
per cent tuition cap, which he said 
was “the most polite reduction pos- 
sible.” 

“Frankly, I think that’s political 
posturing,” said Shannon McEwan, 
president of the Graduate Students’ 
Association and chair of the AGC. 
“If [Owram] wants to play games 
with the government rather than 
take care of the needs of students, 
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SU President Leslie Church and a load of postcards surprise Premier Klein. 


I don't think he’s doing his job as 
Provost and VP (Academic) of the 
University. 

"The flexibility in the budget 
has come from the students for 
too many years,” said McEwan. 
According to McEwan, capping 
tuition increases at two per cent 
“would only cost the province $20 
million,” while the province has a 
surplus this year of $5.6 billion. 

Since 1989, tuition has more than 
tripled, from $4069 to $3554, of 
which $306 can be accounted to 
inflation. 

Campus student organizations 
plan to follow up the campaign on 
tuition with a number of smaller 
campaigns. In the next two months, 
the Students’ Union will begin a 
drive to increase awareness on the 
growing tuition problem and call 
for tuition increases based on infla- 
tion only. The GSA plans to begin 
a letter-writing campaign, open to 
anyone in the province, to call for 
the government to freeze tuition.

Homeless 
granted 
suffrage

A recent amendment to the 
Canada Elections Act is making 
it possible for homeless people to 
vote in the 27 November federal 
election. 

People with no other residence 
can use a temporary residence, 
such as a shelter or hostel, in the 
necessary voter identification. 

Other citizens living in tempo- 
rary lodgings, such as students in 
campus residences or soldiers in 
barracks, have always been eligi- 
ble to vote. 

The impact of the new legislation 
will be determined by how many 
homeless people turn out to vote. 
The number of homeless people in 
Edmonton is estimated at 4460. 

Dave, who works at the Herb 
Jamieson Centre in Edmonton, is 
pessimistic. “thirty per cent of 
these guys don't even have ID,” he 
said. "Probably 10 per cent of them 
will turn out, because these men 
are to busy trying to get their lives 
in order. They don’t think it will 
make any difference.” 

During the last federal election, 
the total national turnout was 69 
per cent of eligible voters. 

At the Dream Centre, an inner- 
city house for women, the policy 
change was met with optimism. 
Elisha, who has been staying at the 
shelter for a week, said, "this is 
the first time I'll be voting, and I’m 
quite happy about it.” 

Another resident, Gennifer, said 
she would vote for the Liberal can- 
didate because she likes the par- 
ty’s focus on the justice system.

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Math professors chase Pi in the Sky

Think math can't be fun? The 
creators of Pi in the Sky magazine 
beg to differ ... and differentiate. 

With its second issue out this 
month, the magazine tackles the 
subject in a distinctly different 
manner from that employed in 
most math classes. 

Math challenges, articles, and 
humour are combined in an attempt 
to show that math is more than cal- 
culators and crunching numbers. 

Aimed at high school students 
across Alberta and BC, Pi in the 
Sky hopes to spark new interest in 
higher math at university. 

“With Pi in the Sky, we are trying 


to change the attitude toward math 
in high schools,” said Editor-in- 
Chief Wieslaw Krawcewicz, who 
teaches math at the U of A. 

“Without a fundamental under- 
standing of mathematics, students 
will be handicapped in just about 
any future career.” 

The creators of Pi in the Sky hope 
to get closer to the high-school 
math curriculum in order to fill 
gaps many students have in uni- 
versity-level math. 

Many crucial topics are inad- 
equately covered in high school, 
according to Krawcewicz, leaving 
the students badly prepared for the 
mathematical thinking required in 
higher math. 

“Teaching first-year courses, we 


have the opportunity to observe 
first-hand what is wrong with 
students’ [math  skills],"_ said 
Krawcewicz. 

“In the magazine, we emphasize 
mathematical thinking and how to 
think at a certain abstraction level. 
For example, many students are 
very used to using calculators, and 
are quite surprised to find that 
many math courses don't allow 
them on exams. Students need to 
be able to focus on verification and 
the use of symbols.” 

Associate Editor John Bowman, 
also a U of A professor, stressed 
that the magazine is not aimed 
exclusively at exceptional math 
students. 

“Pi in the Sky is for good math 


students, but not especially genius 
students. We target high school 
students interested in continuing , 
their mathematical education at 
university. The motivation behind 
it is to encourage more students to 
go further in math,” he said. 

Many contributors to Pi in the 
Sky come from the U_ of 
A—Krawcewicz, Bowman, and 
associate editor Dragos Hrimiuc 
are all U of A math profs—but in 
the future, the magazine hopes to 
draw more submissions from high 
school students and teachers. 

“We would like to get them more 
involved with this magazine, to 
send more articles, and publish 
what they feel is fundamental to 
their curriculum,” said Hrimiuc. 


Political comic book’s intent is to sway voters

The small-but-growing Canadian 
Action Party (CAP) is using a comic 
book as its means of illustrating 
platform directives. 

The comic book, written by CAP 
leader Paul Hellyer, explains the 
party's take on the origin of paper 
money in Canada. It describes the 
role of the Bank of Canada from its 
inception until the current time. 

According to Kathleen O'Hara, 
Communications Director for CAP, 
Hellyer used the comic format 
in order to make the information 
accessible and user-friendly. 

"Paul wrote most of it for the 
last federal election and inserted 
it into newspapers across Canada. 
It was so popular that we kept the 
format,” said O'Hara. 

The party currently has 70 can- 
didates, up from 58 in the last elec- 
tion. 

Keesa Semenchuk is Edmonton- 
Strathcona’s representative, one of 
only three in Alberta. 


Hellyer, who recently came out 
of retirement, has held several fed- 
eral posts, including that of a senior 
minister under the Trudeau gov- 
ernment. 

It was during this time, after 
being appointed Deputy-Prime 
Minister, that he disagreed with 
Trudeau on a housing issue. He 
resigned from his post in 1969. 

The new party's immediate 
concerns are the potential 
“Americanization” of Canada, and 
the impact of current free-trade 
agreements. 

The CAP feels that the national- 
treatment clause in the FTA agree- 
ment grants excessive rights to 
foreign investors. The clause dis- 
penses similar rights to American 
investors in Canada as Canadian 
citizens have. 

The party also disagrees with 
Chapter 11 of NAFTA—the disputes 
settlement clause—which allows 
foreign investors the right to sue 
the government if it interferes with 
their profit-maximizing agenda. 

MMT, a gasoline additive, was 
recently banned in Canada. In

response, the Ethyl corporation 
sued the Canadian government. 
Brian Toole, a member of CAP, 
suggested a return of the Bank 
of Canada to power as a major 
lender to the federal government. 
"Private banks have only sold debt 
to Canada. The idea is to use the 
BOC as our source of financing at a

Kim, who is also staying at the 
shelter, said she would not be 
voting because, “I don't know any- 
thing about who to vote for. I don’t 
really follow politics or anything.” 

While the Canadian Charter of 
Rights and Freedoms states that 
“every citizen of Canada has the 
right to vote in an election of 
the members of the House of 
Commons,” the definition of univer- 
sal voting rights has changed over 
time. Women were granted suf- 
frage before the 1948 federal elec- 
tion, while Aboriginal Canadians 
were allowed to vote on reserves 
in 1960. Now, in 2000, homeless 
people are included in the demo- 
cratic process.

Bag snatcher strikes 

On 9 November at 9:00am, a 
male student reported his back- 
pack stolen in the General Services 
Building. Another victim reported a 
similar crime in the same area. The 
second recovered his bag intact 
in a garbage can in GSB, and the 
other bag was turned into SUB on 
44 November, although cash and 
a ONEcard were missing. "Keep 
an eye on your property,” advised 
Constable Rob Rubuliak of Campus 
Security. “We've had numerous 
incidents such as this so far this 
semester of opportunists looking 
for a chance at some easy cash." 


Visitors’ trip to HUB goes to pot 

At 12:45am on 10 November, five 
people were spotted smoking mar- 
ijuana in a stairwell in HUB. They 
refused to provide identification 
and EPS was called. Four of the 
six had prior criminal records 
and none were students. One had 
several 10-0 Victor codes, indicat- 
ing extreme violence. Another was 
under a court order from the Police 
Service in Peterborough, Ontario, 
not to possess firearms, explosives, 
bows, or any other weapons, stem- 
ming from a prior offense. Two 
were trespassed from campus, one 
was written a ticket for open alco- 


hol, and the other was apprehended 
by Edmonton Police for the out- 
standing record. 


Gas stop ends criminal activity 

Just past midnight on 13 
November, a constable pulled over 
a vehicle for a stop-sign violation.

He was 
handed over to Edmonton Police.

The number of animals used for 
esting and teaching in Canada’s 
esearch facilities has been 
everely under-reported by a 
ational body, says-the Jacqui 
arnes, Director of the Animal 
lliance of Canada. 

Barnes explained that the number 
f research animals used in Ontario 
in 1998, as reported by the Canadian 
ouncil on Animal Care (CCAC), is 
reatly discrepant with the num- 
ers reported by other bodies. 
According to the statistics of 
e CCAGC, the national non-govern- 
ental body responsible for mon- 
oring animal care and use in 
anadian laboratories, 655 258 ani- 
als were used in Ontario in 1998. 
Yet the Ontario. Ministry of 
griculture, Food and Rural Affairs 
IMAFRA) documented that the 
igure was 944 028 for the province. 

While Ontario's Animals For 
esearch Act mandates that 
search facilities register with 
e province and provide yearly 
imal use figures, the CCAC’s dis- 
epancy comes due to the fact that 
tional research facilities volun- 
rily submit annual animal use 
ures to them without any legis- 
tion or monitoring techniques. 
Additionally, the federal gov- 
nment’s own research facilities 
erating in the province only 
port to the CCAC. 
“One would hope that if the report- 
ig system either at the provincial 
el or national level were univer- 
], the numbers would essentially 


be the same,” said Barnes. 

She added, “clearly there is no 
established, mandatory or univer- 
sal system of reporting. It is clearly 
embarrassing that the national non- 
governmental body responsible for 
monitoring animal care and use 
in Canada doesn’t truly know how 
many animals are being [used].” 

While the CCAC and _ the 
OMAFRA are currently organized 
through different regulations, the 
Animal Alliance of Canada is pres- 
suring the federal government to 
enact legislation for a single gov- 
ernment body to be singularly 
responsible and accountable for 
animal research. 

In Alberta, the Universities Act 
prevents non-commercial and non- 
government research facilities 
from the access of unclaimed dogs 
from municipal pounds. 

The University of Alberta recently 
decided not to request dogs for edu- 
cational examining, even though 
Alberta's universities are allowed 
to study these unclaimed dogs for 
practice surgeries or cardiovascu- 
lar and diabetes research. 

Although Barnes commended the 
U of A for its abstention from using 
dogs from pounds for research 
testing, she remains focused on 
changing the current regulations 
across Canada. 

"The existence of national legis- 
lation will mean that there is some 
accountability from the research 
community to the Canadian public,” 
she argued. 

“As it stands now, the majority 


of researchers depend on public ~

access or ability to question the

validity, direction or relevance of 
their work. Currently, the CCAC 
sanctions category-E experiments 
{those which cause severe pain 
near, at, or above the pain toler- 
ance threshold of unanaesthetized 
conscious animals]. There is a 
good chance that an informed and 
enlightened public would decide by 
legislation to outlaw these kinds of 
experiments,” Barnes contended. 

Aside from dogs, test animals 
include fish, which are frequently 
used in toxicity tests. 

Cats, because of their highly- 
developed nervous systems, are 
used in brain studies, while mice 
and rats are commonly exposed 
to cancerous materials for genetic 
studies. 

"If the research community 
wants to maintain public support, 
they have to become more open 
and transparent and inclusive in 
order to regain public support,” 
said Barnes. 

"Citing confidentiality and 
secrecy does little to quell the pub- 
lic’s concerns about the process, 
for it implies they have something 
to hide. However, it’s up to the 
public to start asking questions 
and demand answers. We can only 
do so if the system is publicly 
accessible [and] legislated.”

Mere ideology won't be rewarded with votes 


It should be so easy. The Liberals, 
with more than fifty per cent of the 
vote, entered a fall election hoping 
to catch the Canadian Alliance off 
guard. 

Arrogantly, the party thought 
that their twenty-point lead in the 
polls was based on people actually 
liking the party. The truth, how- 
ever, has become apparent with 
support dropping in the last weeks 
of the election. 

For the majority of people in 
Canada who don't have radically 
right-wing ideologies—or at least, 
don't live in Alberta—the choices 
for a moderate to left-wing party 
are slim. 

The New Democrats’ policy of 
more public spending doesn't seem 
to wash for most people. It’s com- 
mendable that they're the only 
party that doesn't want to spend 
the surplus by buying votes with 
tax cuts, but it’s killed them in the 
polls. 

Other than the NDP, the Liberals 
have no significant parties to com- 
pete with for moderate or left-wing 
votes. As much as the media has 
overblown the Canadian Alliance, 
they still can’t break the 30-per- 
cent mark in popular support. 
People just don't want social con- 
servatives in office. 

Clearly, people are not happy 
with the Liberals’ performance in 
their last term and don't want 
to reward them with their vote. 


Unfortunately, there is no real 
comparable left-wing choice for a 
national party. 

The drop in the polls reflects 
Chrétien's recent back-pedalling 
over his party's mistakes. In the 
past, Chrétien has lied about 
removing the GST and getting us 
out of NAFTA. The Liberal Human 
Resources department misman- 
aged millions of dollars. 

And now, during the election, 
recent attacks on Stockwell Day’s 
two-tier policy have only revealed 
that the Liberals themselves 
allowed a two-tiered system to 
exist in Alberta and Québec. 

People who were already fuming 
about previous gaffes will be hold- 
ing their noses when they release 
their ballots on election day. 

Of course, it’s a risky proposi- 
tion to trust ideology in the face 
of bad results. Many people who 
are reluctant Liberal voters might 
not bother to vote this year. The 
Liberals’ ten-point lead is too soft. 

If the Alliance can do a better 
job of lying about their far-right 
roots, then they may take over as 
the government of Canada. It's a 
prospect that makes people who 
know better shiver. For this elec- 
tion, despite a multi-party system, 
it’s a hard time to make a choice.

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A global deathmatch must be 
fought against corporations |

This past weekend, we were 
reminded of the incredible sacri- 
fice thousands of men and women 
made to fight injustice and keep us 
free from the threat of tyrannical 
regimes determined to exert their 
control. 

While the world as a whole has 
been relatively peaceful since the 
end of World War Two, global 
oppression has increased to the 
point that each one of us is now 
affected. Multinational corpora- 
tions, through institutions likethe 
World Trade Organization (WTO), 
World Bank and the International 
Monetary Fund (IMF), threaten our 
freedom and the control we have 
over our lives. 

Of the 100 largest economies in 
the world, 54 are private compa- 
nies. General Motors is currently 
bigger than Denmark and Wal- 
Mart is bigger than South Africa. 
How can we possibly believe that 
we have power over our lives when 
the poorest 20 per cent of the 
world's population is forced to get 
by on only 1.4 per cent of the 


world’s wealth while the top 100 
corporations control 33 per cent of 
the world’s assets? 

Organizations like the IMF and 
WTO were originally meant to aid 
the recovery of poorer economies 
and ensure that the liberalization 
of investments clearly and equitably 
generated benefits on a global basis. 

Instead, they've consolidated 
political and economic power into 
the hands of a few. Rather than bet- 
tering the lives of people, consol- 
idation has become so pervasive 
that indigenous communities and 
ecosystems are being destroyed 
and species eradicated. 


General Motors is currently 
bigger than Denmark and 
Wal-Mart is bigger than 
South Africa. How can we 
possibly believe that we have 
power over our lives? 


In addition to using these orga- 
nizations as a shield to do what- 
ever they want, corporations are 
hiding behind the archaic Santa- 
Clara-versus-Southern-Pacific- 
Railroad decision made in 1886 by 
the US Supreme Court, which gave 
companies “natural person” status. 
Multinationals should not have the 
same rights as a person or be 
granted protection against “unrea- 
sonable” search and seizure. 

Corporations must be held 
responsible for their actions. They 
should not have the power to 


endanger lives or to restrict the 
free speech of citizens, yet be 
allowed to bombard people with 
their advertising and ideology. 
They only want profit. It's some- 
thing that three young men learned 
when they were sued by Daishowa 
for $12 million in 1989 for encour- 
aging people to boycott Daishowa's 
products because of their clearcut- 
ting practices in Alberta’s forests. 
While protests in places such as 
Seattle and Washington DC have 


increased public awareness of the 


destructive nature of the WTO, 
World Bank and IMF, these organi- 
zations continue to operate. 

In order to dismantle the mecha- 
nisms of corporate control, we need 
a strong, nonviolent mass-move- 
ment that can change the political 
climate and return control to the 
people. We need to decentralize 
power in order to keep organizing 
political structures small and flex- 
ible. The larger organizing struc- 
tures become, the more vulnerable 
they become to infiltration from 
outside corporate forces. 

We need to work towards re- 
establishing ourselves as free cit- 
izens and reasserting the role of 
corporations as subservient instru- 
ments which exist to serve the 
public interest. How do we do this 
when corporations appear to have 
unlimited power and resources? 

Under the current political 
system, we still have some power 
to create change. Banning corpo- 
rations from making all forms of

political contributions and politi- 
cal advocacy is essential to loos- 
ening the stranglehold they have 
on government. Currently, all four 
major national parties receive sig- 
nificant corporate contributions. 
Putting some sort of cap on the 
number of chain businesses 
allowed in a community and pro- 
hibiting access to public institu- 
tions are ways we can control the 
influence corporations have over 
us and our children. 

There absolutely must be tougher 


corporate liability laws. As Eliot 
Spitzer, Attorney General of New 
York State, put it, "when a corpo- 
ration is convicted of repeated fel- 
onies that harm or endanger the 
lives of human beings or destroy 
the environment, the corporation 
should be put to death, its corpo- 
rate existence ended, and its assets 
taken and sold at public auction.” 
All of these measures can 
become reality if we take the ini- 
tiative and stop allowing compla- 


cency to lead us.

Alberta takes second at CIAU nationals in Toronto, next to Guelph and Victoria

TORONTO (CUP) — While the 
Guelph Gryphons and Victoria 
Vikes dominated the team stand- 
ings at the CIAU cross-country 
championships on Saturday, it was 
a green-haired Saskatchewan 
Husky and a resilient Waterloo 
Warrior who took home the indi- 
vidual gold medals. 

Saskatchewan runner Jamie Epp 
dyed his hair green in an effort 
to transport some prairie magic to 
Toronto's Sunnybrook Park, and it 
worked as he came up witha strong 
finishing kick to overtake run- 
ner-up Matt Normington of Alberta 
and win the 10 kilometre event. 

Epp, whose winning time was 
32:09, said that his performance in 
this race was a matter of peaking 
at the ideal time after an injury- 
riddled season. 

“To tell you the truth, this is the 
first race that has been good this 
year,” said the winner. "I relaxed 
the first couple of kilometres, then 
just started picking people off." 

Meanwhile, the story line was 
quite the opposite for Waterloo’s 
Debbie Buhlers, who opened up 
an early lead in the five kilometre 
women’s event, but had to fend off a 
challenge from Victoria's Stephanie 
Mills down the homestretch. 

“I thought for sure somebody was 
going to try something towards 
the end because I had such a big 
lead from the initial start point,” 


said Buhlers. “So I thought, ‘Yeah, 
they're just waiting to go on me, 
when they’re going to go on me, I 
don't know.’" 

Near the end of the race, Buhlers 
got a clear clue that she was in for 
a hair-raising finish. 

"In the finishing chute I saw a 
shadow, and then I heard breath- 
ing, and I was like ‘Oh, no,’ and 
leaned into the finish line,” said the 
race winner, whose time of 18:03 
was one second faster than Mills.

Pandas basketball raring to go after win over TWU

The Trinity Western Spartans 
may have been fresh bamboo 
shoots for the Pandas basketball 
team, but they fought harder than 
anticipated. 

The unexpectedly close score 
of 63-50 in the first game caused 
the Pandas to reflect on their own 
gameplay, instead of the perserver- 
ance and deliberate strategies of 
the underdogs. 

TWU's head coach Rebecca Hays 
proudly claimed that her team has 
more heart and more will than any 
other team. 

“We're considered merely speed 
bumps for Alberta. Well, if we're 
going to be speed bumps, we're 
gonna be the biggest speed bumps 
we can be: a hill, or a mountain 
to climb over. I think we surprised 
them,” she commented. 

Pandas’ forward Christine 
Shewchuk described Friday night 
as “the worst game all season.” 
Shewchuk contributed 42 points, 
including two three-pointers. 

"It was hard to adapt to them,” 
she said. “They play with a zone 
defence. ... We're not used to that.” 

The Spartans’ offence consisted 
of intricate passing and weaving 
plays named after American states 
like “California,” or "Mississippi," 
which they yelled incessantly. Hays 
believes that a set offence is best 
for her academic players. 

“T want everyone to know where 
everyone else is supposed to be,” 
she said. "They're not great read- 
ers, so this will start creating 
opportunities for them.” 

TWU took advantage of those 


opportunities to overturn Alberta's 
lead in the second half, but their 
composure was upset by a series of 
baskets scored by speedy Lindsay 
Walsh, Amanda Smith and Cathy 
Butlin. Alberta maintained the 
increased pressure on Saturday, 
determined to prevent the execu- 
tion of TWU’s pattern plays. Trinity 
Western was flustered by Alberta’s 
over-excited fans, who counted 
down the shot-clock incorrectly.

Cathy Butlin scored 27 points 
and led the way for the rest of the 
team. Christine Shewchuk, who 
was second in points with 45, indi- 
cated that good shooting played 
an important role leading to the 
victory, and that Butlin’s success 
early in the game had a sort of 
domino effect. "At the beginning, 
her shots were going in, and every- 
one else's shots just followed up on 
that. Her shooting chose the fate of 
the game.”

Despite 
the injury, the team was able to 
continue on to a 85-55 win. 

Calgary was the only team able to 
beat Alberta in the pre-season; the 
Pandas hope to get their revenge 
when they host the Dinos this 
weekend. Calgary is currently 5-4 
while Alberta is 4-2.

A big part of the Golden Bears’ 
success this year can be attributed 
to their special teams, which remain 
the top units in the conference. 

The powerplay unit, with a 30.6 
percent success rate, is top in Canada 
West, going 15-49 with a man advan- 
tage.

Bears breaking records with 
18-game undefeated streak

Coming off a weekend sweep on 
the road of the Regina Cougars 
at the Sherwood Arena Complex, 
the Golden Bears hockey team 
remains undefeated this season. 

With strong support from goal- 
tender Clayton Pool, the Bears 
scored twice in each period to 
stomp on the Cougars 6-0 in the 
season opener, a three-point night 
for veteran Russ Hewson and two 
for both Tyler Shybunka and Wade 
Burt. 

On Saturday, the Bears scored 
three goals in the first period on 
their way to a 4-4 victory, with con- 
tributions from Jeff Ewasko, Dave 
Myson and Hewson, who ended the 
two-game series with six points. 

“Every time we step on the ice 
we expect to win,” said Hewson, 
who is within two points of third 
place on the Golden Bears all-time 
scoring list. “I'm disappointed with 
some of our games, but we're unde- 
feated on the year. ... Not a lot of 


teams can say that." 

No college team in the country, 
in fact, can match the Bears’ 
48-game undefeated streak, which 
has vaulted them into first place 
nationally with enough of a gap 
between the number-two placed 
team for some breathing room. 

But some Golden Bears don't 
want to take that breath. 

“We have to be consistant game 
in and game out,” explained cap- 
tain Ryan Marsh, advising his team 
to remained focused despite their 
lofty ranking. “If we just play Bears 
hockey for two full games every 
weekend, we'll do just fine.” 

The next test for the Bears will 
come in the form of the Brandon 
Bobcats, regarded so far this year 
in the lesser ranks of the Canada 
West conference. 

The year has so far been a hard 
one for the Bobcats hockey club, 
struggling with the loss of their 
former coach Tom Skinner, who 
is now coaching with the Berlin 
Ice Barons in the German National 
League. A significant weakness for 


the Bobcats has been their goal- 
tending and defense, surrendering 
a conference-leading 58 goals this 
season, which may just be more 
fodder for the Hewson-Knoblauch- 
Wade line. 

“There's a lot of revenge involved 
in this game," said Hewson, who 
remembers Brandon as the only 
team to beat the Bears twice last 
year. “We played them once this 
year in exhibition and beat them 
[7-2 on 22 September].” 

“But if we don't come out to play, 
we'll still be in trouble,” cautioned 
Hewson. 

"They play a stingy, low-risk 
kind of game," commented Bear 
Jeff Zorn. "We have to keep our 
intensity up.” 

The only problem in Canada 
West, as we've seen on many occa- 
sions, is that every team has the 
potential to beat any other on any 
given night. 

As for the heavily-favoured 
Bears, they're just looking to meet 
expectations. Everything else will 
fall into place. 


How did the hockey Bears do it?

With the end of the first half. of 
the 2000/2001 Canada West hockey 
campaign in sight, the Golden 
Bears are left pondering how to 
continue their 48-game undefeated 
streak. The rest of the country is 
wondering how they did it in the 
first place. 

The Golden Bears (16-0-2 over- 
all) are the number-one ranked 
team in Canada for the third con- 
secutive week, a full twelve points 
ahead of number-two ranked Trois- 
Rivieres, and affording them full 
access to national bragging rights. 


Without a single loss on the 
season, the Bears are the envy 
of college hockey in the country. 
The powerhouse offensive line of 
Russ Hewson, Kris Knoblauch and 
Ryan Wade continues to pace the 
offensive production, combining to 
score 43 points in the team’s first 
nine conference games. All three 
players are Canada West scoring 
leaders, with Hewson up front with 
47 points in nine games. Knoblauch 
is sitting at 14 and Wade at 12. 

On the back end, the Bears have 
a strong defensive core that is able 
to move from a lockdown situation 
to an offensive rush without losing 
a beat. Five of the Bears’ bluelin- 


ers are among the conference's top 
defensive score leaders, including 
Jeff Zorn, Warren Toews and Mike 
Garrow. Captain Ryan Marsh and 
sophomore Blair St Martin (who 
recently recovered from an injury 
that sidelined him for the entire 
1999/2000 season) aren't far 
behind. 

As for taking the country by 
storm, the Bears are accepting the 
compliments in stride. For them, 
the Canada West Finals and CIAU 
Nationals are not-too-distant goals, 
objectives that can be reached 
by continuing their present suc- 
cesses. Bragging rights are only 
the beginning. 
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From the nosebleed seats of the arena, a wrestling 

ring looks much like a big trampoline bordered 

by nice soft elastic bands. The truth, as they say, 

hurts. That luxuriously padded ring is actually 

several layers of plywood under a canvas surface, 

and the ropes are a lot sturdier (and more injurious) 
than they look. When you see a wrestler sproinging off the 
ropes at speed, there's a hell of a lot of inertia involved. Inertia 
against which the ropy Gateway staffers were unprotected. 
Ouch. 


What’s a seasoned pro 
wrestler to do when faced 
with 130 pounds of pure fury? 
That’s what was rushing through 
the mind of Chris Wayne, “The 
Canadian Heartthrob,” as he squared 
off against the Gateway’s frailest at the 
Canadian Championship Wrestling 
training camp. 


The answer, of course, is to crush the annoying 
creeps like the insects they are. You’d think the two 
reporters involved would have realized this before 
taking this assignment. Then again, you’d probably 
think the damaged duo would have healed enough 
to write this article six weeks ago. But, as it turns 
out, professional wrestling is full of surprises. The 
first revelation is that people do get hurt—especially 
scrawny university students. That’s why it’s important 
to learn the ropes, as it were, from someone who 
knows what they’re doing. 

Aside from providing instruction in escaping serious 
injury and learning the basics of the sport, camp 
organizer Robert O’Keefe wants an experience like 
this to help prospective brawlers “get a foot in the 
door.” That was one of the attractions for our fellow 
campers. Randy, Allie, and returning camper Aaron 
are all avid fans, and each said they might be interested 
in pursuing wrestling more seriously. In fact, Randy’s 
wrestled before, and Allie showed the Gateway squad 
that you don’t need a y-chromosome to execute a 
mean elbow smash. 

Rest assured, however, that on the first day, nobody 
was getting thrown through tables or bludgeoned with 
chairs. As anyone who’s watched a match can tell 
you, there’s a lot of falling involved. And that’s the 
first thing an aspiring wrestler needs to learn to do 
properly. It’s one thing to writhe in pain to give the 
fans a good show. It’s quite another to be carried out 
on a stretcher. Even at the professional levels, there’s 


a real threat of injury. 
When was the last time you had a professor with 
biceps like Christmas hams who favored a wardrobe 
heavy on the lycra? Probably not ever, and if you 
did, you probably wrote a very sternly worded 
teaching evaluation at the end of the semester. But 
at wrestling camp, one always has to worry whether 
a poor evaluation would earn you a piledriver. The 
instruction, nevertheless, was actually more in depth 
than many classes at the U of A. You can opt out 
of tackling anything (or anyone) you don’t feel ready 
for. Everything is explained step-by-step, with lots of 
repetition. And Chris is always willing to perform a 
hands-on demonstration—but ask at your peril! 

Sure, the outcomes are predetermined. And yes, the 
referee is in on it. But what a lot of people don’t 
realize is that the matches are mostly improvised 
as they unfold, rather than rehearsed step-by-step

beforehand. And this means teamwork is of the utmost 
importance. “You’re not in there fighting,” Chris says, 
despite all evidence to the contrary. 

The peculiar thing about wrestling is that the person 
getting thrown does all the work. In a hip toss, the 
thrower guides the recipient as he leaps over his knee. 
In a headlock, the recipient holds his head high so the 
audience can see the pain in his face. “Everything has 
to be high impact,” explains Chris. “Even headlocks 
and facial expressions.” 

It isn’t just good showmanship. Wrestlers who do 
not work together make each other look bad, and if a 
wrestler has a reputation of not making his opponent 
look like a superhero, he won’t get hired.

dD else their imposing size, wrestlers are sometimes 
given less respect than they’re due. For one, 
stereotypes of wrestlers and their fans as socially 
dysfunctional weirdoes damage the image of the sport. 
The stigma that comes with beating people up for a 
living is hard to escape. 

Secondly, as Chris explains, wrestling is getting more 
than its share of parental wrath. He points out that the 
NFL is no longer blamed for every arm broken playing 
schoolyard football. Although it seems obvious, the role 
of parents in monitoring their kids is often overlooked. 
If mom and dad are concerned, they should explain to 
their kids that moves on TV are executed by trained 
professionals. 

To precisely this end, organizer Robert O’Keefe is 
considering some day expanding the camp to kids, in an 
effort to make sure that they learn to do things the right 
way—“not in their backyards.” Chris is not so sure that 
even this is a good idea. Maybe kids should wait until 
they are old enough to understand the consequences 


before trying out the sport, he ventures. After all, even FOR ONE, STEREOTYPES OF WRESTLERS AND 
real wrestlers sometimes take it too far. THEIR FANS AS SOCIALLY DYSFUNCTIONAL 


“Tm old school,” he explains. “A lot of guys are 
following the lead of people like Mick Foley (WWF's WEIRDOES DAMAGE THE IMAGE OF THE SPORT. 
Mankind) to get popular. But the basic moves can be 
just as thrilling.” 

And despite his strong feelings about the move 
towards more dangerous action, he has even harsher 
words for the overtly sexual and profane environment 
that pervades wrestling today. 

“Fans should be 90 per cent kids. Now it’s on at 10:00 
at night. It’s alienating half the audience. You need a 
storyline, but this is too much.” 

Another trend he doesn't like is the flood of 
personalities from other forms of entertainment joining 
in. Bands like The Misfits or Insane Clown Posse, 
along with celebrities like Dennis Rodman, are now 
wrestling regularly. Even Jay Leno has been seen 
bulging unpleasantly in wrestling tights. The consensus 
from fellow campers is that such cross-over gimmicks 
cheapen the sport. When viewers see non-wrestlers step 
into the ring and beat the crap out of the pros without 
paying their dues, it gives the impression that wrestling 
doesn’t require skill. It undermines the level of effort 
participants dedicate to their craft. 
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“The Fabulous Moolah” reigned as ladies’ champion 
of pro wrestling for 27 years (that’d be 1956 to 1984).

"Sorry about the furnace; we 
didn't break it," noted Neko Case 
as she shivered and jumped about 
to keep warm. The furnace was 
quite busted, it was below freez- 
ing outside, and the audience was, 
well, cold. 

Mollys Reach tried to warm up 
the crowd with harmony-heavy 
rock, and singer Lyle Bell's new 
sparkly silver guitar. The 
Edmonton band delivered a bal- 
anced performance, with fast 
guitar playing and a “slooowww 
jam,” in which Sean Rivalin dis- 
played a voice comparable to that 
of Radiohead's Thom Yorke. The 
local boys seemed relaxed and 
oblivious to the meat-locker tem- 
perature. Not so for the headlin- 
ers. 

The New Pornographers, in 
winter coats, scarves, toques, and 
gloves, then crowded the stage. 
The Vancouver supergroup, headed 
by Zumpano’s Carl Newman, 
includes Dan Bejar, Blaine Thurier, 


Limblifter‘s Kurt Dahle, John 
Collins, and Neko Case. The collec- 
tive of established artists resulted 
in a powerful pop-rock party. Neko 
Case makes a huge transition from 
her alt-country solo style to the 
fun pop of the New Pornographers, 
which she describes as “a great 
vacation.” Their fun-loving stage 
presence gave the impression that 
this band is an enjoyable holiday 
for all of the musicians involved. 

The band's incredibly inventive 
and catchy melodies were hard to 
resist, and many people were up 
and dancing by the second song. 
It seemed as though the shift from 
sitting to dancing was not just a 
way to warm-up, but a response to 
the incredible vibe these guys laid 
down. 

Because the band is a side proj- 
ect for all involved, there is no 
single set singer. Two or three 
members of the band often sang 
simultaneously, which added to 
the strength of the performance. 
Newman and Case showed off both 
impressive range and control of 
their vocals, although Case was 
sometimes too quiet in the mic. 

Although the band members 
come from dissimilar musical 
backgrounds, they gave a very 
cohesive performance—as if they'd 
have had years of experience 
together. Keyboardist/vocalist Dan 
Bejar is a very theatrical performer

‘Comedian of the Year’ Ron James to bring three days of laughter to Citadel

"A comedian’s job is not to sit in 
the apple cart and ride in it with 
everybody else, it’s to tip it over!” 
Ron James revealed when provid- 
ing insight into his comedic rou- 
tine. 

The 20-year comic veteran 
explained further: "If something 
strikes me as comedic and has 
good story telling potential, I'm 
going to go there.” 

Unfortunately, Ron James was 
hesitant to “go there” when asked 
to discuss the political candidates 
for the upcoming federal election, 
citing that he’s hesitant to burn any 
bridges in Stockwell Day country 
before performing here. 

He reassured me, however, that 
“once I get there and feel out the 
crowd, I'd be happy to walk into 
uncharted territory with my opin- 


ions on everybody.” 

So consider yourself warned: if 
you're planning to attend one of 
his two-hour shows this weekend, 
be prepared to expect the unex- 
pected as the man who has tested 
the waters of both television and 
film returns to his true passion, 
performing live. 

The recently crowned “Best 
Comedian in Canada” (so named 
at the 2000 Canadian Comedy 
Awards) considers stand-up to be 
“the purest form of entertainment 
because there is no band, there's 
not seven other performers, there’s 
no script and no set it’s just you, a 
microphone and your brain.” 

His many forays into various 
forms of media include a ten-year 
stint with the Second City comedy 
troupe, appearances in films such 
as Strange Brew, The Dream Team, 
and Tommy Boy, and appearances 
on Just For Laughs comedy series. 
His most recent television project 
is the Canadian historical comedy 
Black Fly. 

The highly articulate and intel- 
ligent comic's journey to success 
began in the ‘70s, when he was 
attending Acadia University in pur- 
suit of a degree in Political Science 
and History. He fondly remembers 
getting “bit by the bug” during 


these years, but also attributes 
his comedic aptitude in part to 
his genetic predisposition. “When 
I think back on my youth, I was 
always writing satirical sketches 
or performing in variety shows for 
no other reason other than just to 
do it.” : 

He fondly recalls how, during 
his post-secondary years, he spent 
many Friday nights entertaining 
others on his floor “by improvising 
an hour or two hours worth of fool- 
ishness in front of them with the 
help of some herbalogists who lived 
on the floor." 

Since the theatrical training he 
received in university was mini- 
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mal, it was his move from Halifax to 
Toronto in 1980 and his acceptance 
in the Second City Company that 
provided him with “instrumental 
and fundamental stage training.” 
After spending almost a decade 
with that organization, he ventured 
out into other avenues starring in 
commercials, television and film. 
But none of these avenues were 
able to match the “immediate and 
visceral hit" that stand-up comedy 
provides, and he is eagerly antic- 
ipating his return to stand-up 
during his Western Canadian tour. 
His tour is comprised of a two- 
act show, with the first act con- 
taining a shorter version of his 


critically acclaimed one man show, 
"Up and Down in Shakey Town: 
One Canadian’s Journey through 
the California Dream.” 

During the second act, he prom- 
ises to "take the car out on the 
highway for a really good spin” as 
he treats the audience to a combi- 
nation of both new and older mate- 
rial, the majority of which contains 
a distinctly Canadian flare. 

So find someone to borrow twenty 
bucks from so you can purchase 
your ticket, then buckle up and 
enjoy the ride as Ron James pre- 
pares to take the audience on a 
truly Canadian comedic road-trip.
